OK I GIVE UP, 

Well... it's not quite that bad.... 

But I have spent 2 weekends with lots of test gear (service monitor, scope 
spectrum analyzer) and I can't get the a MFJ-1270B/Alinco DR-1200 to talk with 
the same pair. Both have the MFJ-9600 baud modems. I am lucky enough to have 


both systems on the bench next to each other. 


The Alinco radio has been modified as per the recommendation of Alinco for 9600 
baud operations. (They work just fine at 2400 baud). 


The first problem is the deviation, the 9600 baud manual quotes that the modem 
will produce 8 volts of audio. Well all three of the MFJ 9600's I have, start 
clipping at less than half a volt!!! That equates to 1.8 kHz of deviation..... 
any more and the waveform distorts seriously as viewed on the scope. (Why is 
it so different than the manual quotes??) 


I have been through all the jumper settings for the ROM waveforms. No luck. 
The radios have individual coax's from the front connectors to the tnc's. Both 
modems work just fine on loop-back. 


Has anyone ever gotten this combination to work?? 
Thanks for the help..

Subject: New filters for packet

A new filter circuit called the "Bowtie Filter" will soon 
be available for the PK232. It improves filter response and 
provides maximum mark/space seperation. 


It also improves the "crossed footballs" on a tunning oscilloscope 
by displaying a + or bowtie pattern. By using the tuning scope 
and a bowtie you can tune you radio within a couple of hertz of 

a packet center frequency. The filter can also copy shifts as 

low as 30 Hz and still maintain the (+) bowtie display. 


I saw a prototype that was installed in an Infotech M8000 and 

the o-scope display was impressive. I was able to tune the receiver 
on a dead carrier and watch the o-scope display go from | to / 

to - in 10 Hz steps.
